orlcn inchcii of good soil or loam, which 
\vill absorb all escaping gases. 
A bushel or 


so of plaster may bo advantageously scat- 
tered over the heap before tha soil is thrown 
on. Tho wholo mass should 
bo perfectly 


covered, leaving no "chimnej" for piseous 
exudation. The danger of leaching may be 
avoided by covering tho heap with hay or 
straw sufficiently thick to shed most of the 
rain. 
If kept in this way a sufficient time 


the mnmire will undergo spontaneous de- 
composition, tho products of which will b« 
ready for immediate assimilation by plants 
Tho usual process of carting manure to tho 
fields in tho Autumn is to waste, by both 
tho above processes, somo of their moat 
valuable constituents.

These remains 
were all of tropical miimnls entombed in ft 
bed cf an ancient Ifiko. Homo of them are as 
large as elephants, others are allied to tho 
camel, rhinoceros and horse-. This collec- 
tion, ono of the liunat ever made in tho 
West, goes to Yale college, and will settle 
many doubtful points in 
pnlcontology.
